Foreign Affairs Expert; 


Borah Also Talked Of.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Spe 
cial.}—Speculation on the composition 
of Mr. Hoover's cabinet, which has 
become the favorite indoor sport of 
official Washington, has been given a 
fresh fillip by gossip to the effect that 
the President Elect selected 
Roland W. Boyden of Boston for 
secretary of state. 

Although confirmation of the report 
ws lacking, a good many of the closest 
friends of Mr. Hoover are disposed to 
credit it. They know that Mr. Hoover 


has a great admiration for the ability 
of Mr. Boyden generally and for his 
grasp of foreign questions in particu- 
lar. It was Mr. Hoover who was re- 
sponsible for the appoinment of Mr. 
Boyden as American unofficial observ- 
er to the reparations commission. 

Mr. Boyden is 65 years‘old. He is a 
‘member of a famous Boston law firm, 
another member of which, John T. 
Richardson, was the leader of the 
Hoover-for-president movement § in 
Massachusetts in the pre-convention 
contest. Mr. Boyden never has been 
identified with any political activity, 
eithotgh he is a Republican in ween 
standing. 

Borah Has Politica] Claim. 


The names of others with whom 
gossip is busy in connection with the 
position are Senator William E. 
Borah [Rep., Idaho]; Alanson B. 
Houghton, ambassador to Great 
Britain; Dwight W. Morrow, ambas- 
sador to Mexico, and Henry P. 
Fietcher, ambassador to Italy. 

If political considerations be given 
the customary weight in the matter, 
Senater Borah has probably the 
strongest claim on the highest cabinet 
post in the Hoover administration. 
He rendered signal service in connec- 
tion with the nomination of the ticket 
and the writing of the platform at 
Kansas City. He and Charles Evans 
Hughes were the star Republican 
epellbinders of the election canvass.

NO LESS THAN THE 
U. S. NAVY. 


It takes no less than the United States navy to 
hold the job huntegs and the backroom boys, the 
lobbyists, delegates, and the great hungers of the 
hopeful, from the precincts of a President Elect, 
and the engineer who stands on the bridge of the 
hattleship Maryland on his way to southern South 
America, the Caribbean, Miami, Washington, and 
March 4, must be grateful for his steady ship 
with armor plated sides. Through southern seas 
the great steel basket of guns and engine power, 
men and machines, slides along the Andean coast. 
It is an engineer’s workshop afloat and Mr. Hoover 
no doubt finds himself in a congenial world. 

Mr. Hoover and the United States navy should 
be well acquainted with each other. The journey 
southward will give them both that opportunity. 
For enginéering is a primary interest for both of 
them, and a trained mind, like Mr. Hoover's, free 
from the conventional restrictions of the military 
and naval mode, can do much to bring the navy 
more and more into codrdination with modern 
needs and modern methods.

As a nonmilitary instrument the navy may 
have many uses. One of those uses is this friend- 
ship journey to the south.

He may 
well find in the navy a most effective instrument 
for national policy,.not merely destructive but 
constructive, not merely military but civil. The 
potential uses of this great arm of the service 
are far from realized. 

As a retreat for Presidents Elect, a forty mil- 
lion dollar battleship almost justifies itself. A kind 
of Monroe Doctrine for Presidents Elect has been 
established by Mr. Hoover. “ Keep off our Presi- 
dents Elect,” the word goes out to office seekers.

A BRIGHTER DAY FOR THE RAILROADS, 
[New York World.]

The first thirty-eight roads to report show the 
surprising increase of 27.5 per cent in their net oper- 
ating income for October as compared with October, 
1927. It is significant, too, that this increase has been 
most pronounced in the case of the western roads, 
which for years have been lagging behind the roads 
in the rest of the country in the matter of earnings. 
The St. Paul, for example, reports a net operating 
income during the ten months of 1928 which is more 
than double that of the corresponding period of 1977.

OVERFEEDING YOUNG 
‘CHILDREN. . 
R. J. BPSTEIN thinks the major- 
ity of children in the second year 
of life are overfed. Many of 
those who are not overfed suf- 
fer from irregularity of feeding, It is 
not until the schoo age is approached 
that childrem begin to show much of the 
effects of underfeeding. 

Dr. Eipstein’s diet for a child 13 to 18 
months of age is as follows: 

7 a. m., cup of milk. 

8 a.°m., orange juice. 

Dr. Epstein does not favor adding 
orange juice to milk. 
would give some of that orange juice 
with the milk and the remainder with 
the 10 o’clock breakfast. 

Breakfast, 10 a. m.: Cereal with cream 
or milk, buttered toast, soft boiled or 
poached egg anda cup of milk. 

Dinner, 2 p. m.: Meat and vegetable 
soup, stale bread or crackers with but- 
ter, mashed potatoes, green vegetable, 
For dessert: Junkets, puddings, cus- 
tards, apple sauce or baked apple. 

Supper, 6 p, m.: Cereal with cream 
or milk, stale bread and butter or 
toasted bread, cooked fruit and a cup 
of milk. 

At 10 p. m. the child can have a cup 
of milk if he is awake and wants it. 
However, the habit of night eating 
should not be indulged if it can be 
avoided. 

From 18 months to 24 months of age, 
finely chopped or scraped meat can be 
added to the menu. It is generally 
given with the 2 o’clock dinner. The 
foods which should not be given to chil- 
dren of this age are tea, coffee, beer. 
wine, other alcoholic beverages, corn, 
cabbage, cucumbers, pies, cakes, and 
nuts. . 

Especial care should be taken to pre- 
vent the child from eating seeds, hulls, 
and peelings. When vegetables are 
given they should be softened by cook- 
and further prepared by fine cut- 
ting and even passing through a col- 
ander. For instance, the digestive or- 
gans of a child are not equal to the 
task of breaking up a grain of corn, 
even though it be young and tender. 


WINTER ACIDOSIS. 
R. lL. w 8: Will you please explain 


the conflic and bewildering aspects 
of acidosis? One hears so much of this. 
very prevalent condition during the 
winter months and of its adding to the 
susceptibility to colds, The remedy 
offered is always “lots of raw fruits, 
especially citrus, and milk and vege- 
tables” to offset the effect ofa rich 
protein and cereal] diet. 

To a considerable number of people 
raw fruits, especially grapefruit and 
lemons, cause colitis [I speak for myself 
and several others}. Will milk, there- 
fore, and vegetables be adequate anti- 
acid substitutes for the fruit, and 1 
raw certified dnore beneficial in this 
case than the pasteurized?

universally recommended and ‘not to be

Vegetables result in an alkaline ash. This 
is true of almost all of them. Some are 
richer than fruits in lime, an important 
alkali. Those who cannot eat fruit can get 
ample alkali ash material from vegetables 
and milk,

It was 
a cold, cloudy morning and a typical 
winter setting in the woods, but the 
black capped chickadees were broad- 
casting as cheerily as if it were June. 
You are apt to flush the juncos from 
the weed thickets when you take a 
winter hike. They feed like their rela- 
tives the sparrows, and right now with 
most of our home birds down seuth 
the junco, flashing his white tail 
feathers, looks like an old friend. 

A few days ago when we were in 
the marsh, Jack, our springer spaniel, 
flushed 20 or 25 juncos in. one fiock 


looking for rabbits. With protesting 
calls [‘tsip-"tsip] the flock fluttered 
down into the weeds after a short 
flight. Weed thickets mean food and 
protection these days.

Frida Lei- 
der was the debutante, having come 
here to make her first American ap- 
pearance as Brunnhilde in “Die 
Walkuere.”’ 

She probably will have a consider. 
able share in restoring the popularity 


of Wagnerian music-drama, for she 
has one of the gorgeous voices which 
transfigure Wagner's music and be 
come transfigured all in the same 
process. It is of velvety texture and 
at the same time with enough power 
to stand out against all the massive 
glories of the “Wagner orchestration, 
She herself would seem to know her 
way around the stage expertly, where 
fore it would seem that the Civic 
Opera has won a prize. : 
_ In most respects the entire perform- 
ance was of an order to match her 
debut. Forrest Lamont’s Siegmund 
was a first class example of Wagner- 
iah art; Alexander Kipnis’ Wotan was 
superb, so was Edouard Cotreuil’s 
Hunding. Eva Turner's Sieglinde was 
her best performance of the season, 
and Maria Olszewska’s Fricka caused 
the family row with Wotan to become 
something more than human. 

The group of valkvrettes in the last 
act was the best since the Chicago 
opera started putting on this work. It 
was likewise comforting to the spirit 
to observe the enthusiasm with which 
Giorgio Polacco leaped from high spot- 
to high spot of the score, bridging 
the lower passes like the accomplished 
and sincere musician he is. , 

About the only thing in disfavor of 
the performance was the fact that 


it was forty-five minutes too long in | 


running time, also the way that the 
clouds stuttered across the sky in the 
last act, not even coming to rest when 
they should have. Likewise there was

“ Faust,” with Edith Mason, Charies 
Hackett, Vanni-Marcoux and others 
filled the evening, and then yesterday 
afternoon “ Lakme” was brought up 
out of several years’ silence.

_of the first act or Miss Mock alone in 
| the “ Bell” song of the second. 


This, too, was an expertly trained 


‘performance. Charles Lauwers con- 
ducted with distinct talent and fine 
taste, and both chorus and lesser prin- 
cipals outdid themselves in smooth- 
ness and accuracy.” Be it added that 
Mr. Cotreuil was as distinguished as 
Nilakantha as he had been in the 
Wagnerian part twenty-four hours be- 
fore.

La Argentina, a lambent flame of 
Spain, flashed cometwise across the 
stage of the Studebaker theater yes- 
‘terday afternoon in most potent prop- 
aganda for the land of castanets and 
bull fights. Prosaically announced as 
a recital of Spanish dances, the after- 
noon was converted into a thrilling 
revelation of what two slender hands, 
two small feet, one lithe body, and 
two fine eyes in an expressive face 
may accomplish in this fine art of the 
Spanish dance. 

We have seen Spanish dancers be- 
fore, a many, but never one so con- 
trolled in her plastic rhythm, so sure 
in her accent, or so alluringly vital 
of person. And her glorified use of 
the abused and generally misused cas- 
tanets! In her hands they whispered, 
sighed, laughed, and cried aloud. At 
no moment, excepting perhaps in the 
De Falla ballet “El Amor Brujo” 
danced to the piano alone, did one miss 
an orchestra. At other times, the 
piano simply formed a tuneful pattern 
for the real music of the castanets. 
This is said with no attempt to be- 
little the good work of Carmencita 
Perez at the piano, but to give some 
idea of the exquisite effect La Ar- 
gentina created with the little wooden 
clickers.
